Taking Canada's Chiasiu 


The decennial task of “counting noses” in Canada, or, in other words, 
the enumeration of the census of the Canadian people, takes place in the 
month of June. It is a big and fairly expensive job requiring the services 
of a small army of men, and, after their initial work is completed, hundreds 
of clerks and expert statisticians will be engaged for months compiling, 
tabulating and analyzing the returns sent in to Ottawa by these thousands 
of enumerators. 

The question may naturally arise in the minds of some people: Is it all 
worth while? Is such a large expense justified, especially in these times of 
declining revenues and enforced economies, merely to ascrtain how many 
people there are in Canada, and an array of facts relative to each individual? 

There can be only one answer to such questions, It is very much worth 
while; in fact, it is vitally important. Just as it is of importance and value 
to a farmer to know how many bushels of grain he may have produced from 
a given number of acres; how many chickens he possesses; how -many 
pounds of milk and cream his cows have produced; or to a business man 
how great his annual turnover has been, so is the collection of the census 
information of importance and value to the nation as a whole. It is a form 
of national. stocktaking. 

But that is not all. Under our Canadian system of government, and the 
relationships, financial and otherwise, which exist between the Federal and 
Provincial governments, population is an important factor. In many 
respects it is the all-important, the deciding factor. 

First and foremost, the’ representation’ of the people in Parliament is 
based on population. Let us illustrate: Suppose, for example, the census 
shows a population of 3,000,000 people in the Province of Quebec. Under 
the constitution those 3,000,000 people are entitled to 65 members in the 


House of Commons, that is, one member for each 46,154 people. Therefore, | 


each group of 46,154 people in every other Province’is entitled to a member. 


After each decennial census there is a redistribution of representation in the | 


House of Commons based on the facts disclosed by the census. In this way 


the representation of all parts of the Dominion is made and kept uniform | 


and equitable. 

Furthermore, the financia] relations between the Dominion and the 
Previnces is based on population. 
Provinces of so much per head of population, and in the case of the three 
prairie provinces it pays increasing amounts annually as population increases 
until a certain maximum amount is reached. Unless there was a census- 
taking these amounts could not be accurately ascertained. 


Again, only by knowing the population is it possible to arrive at such facts | 


as the amount of the per capita debt, per capita taxation, volume of trade 


and commerce per capita, and a volume of other statistical matter upon) 


which both national and Provincial policies of finance and taxation are 
founded. 

While the enumerators are thus ‘‘counting noses” they are also-gather- 
ing other important information. The wealth of the Dominion, its produc- 
tive capacity, the social condition of its people, their racial antecedents, the 


extent of their illiteracy, how many males and how many females, how’ 


many children, middle-aged, and aged people,—information all having a 
bearing on future policies for the development and well-being of ‘-the 
Canadian nation. 

This year, for the first time, complete information is to be obtained on 
the subject of unemployment,—-how many are out of work, the nature of 
their usual employment, what caused their state of unemployment, etc., etc., 
—all with a view to finding out the actual extent and causes of umemploy- 
ment as a guide to finding out and applying the necessary. remedies, and 
developing policies to prevent a recurrence of such an unsatisfactory and 
deplorable condition. 5 

It will be seen, therefore, that the census-taking is a vitally important 
national undertaking. It is clearly the duty of every citizen to co-operate 
with and assist the census enumerator in his work. His questions should 
not be resented, but, on the contrary, should be welcomed and full informa- 
tion freely and gladly given to him. He will be discharging his duty, a 
national duty at that, In like manner the citizen will be discharging a 
national duty by extending every assistance in his power.

Appointment of a permanent na- 
tional committee to study all phases 
of social and economic conditions with 
a view of making plans to prevent 
recurring cycles of unemployment is 
urged on the Dominion government 
by a round-table conference on un- 
employment which met in Ottawa.

He knew the load of 
mortgages and debt that the western 
farmer was carrying. He knew that 
it required immediate relief, but-that 
load was not put on the farmer since 
last August, he reminded the House. 

The minister directed some scorch- 
ing shots across the floor. He partic- 
ularly singled out Hon. W. R. Mother- 
well, his predecessor in office, and Rt. 
Hon. Mackenzie King. 

After the desk-thumping, clapping 
and cheering had subsided when Mr. 
Weir sat down, it was succeeded by 
an outburst from opposition benches 
as John Vallance, Liberal member for 
South Battleford, rose to reply. 

“After listening to the speech of 
the minister, I am convinced that 
he is a better politician than he is 
an agriculturist,” asserted Mr. Val- 
lance. ~ ‘The most important matter 
for the western farmer today is mar- 
kets for wheat, and the minister 
never touched on it.” 

Establishment of a 100 per cent.

Ottawa, Ont.—Reduction in salaries 
of civil servants may be necessary 
during the present depression, sug- 
gested Senator J. J. Hughes of Prince 
Edward Island, speaking in the sen- 
ate.

CROSSFIELD, ALTA. 
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Would Extend Silver -Coinage 

One Dollar and Two Dollar Pieces | 
Suggested By Meighen 

Extension of silver coinage to in- 
clude, in Canada, one-dollar and two- 
dollar pieces and increase of silver 
content in subsidiary coins were sug- 
gested by Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen, 
former Prime Minister of Canada, as 
means of aiding in the cure of the 
present economic: depression. At the 
12th annual dinner of the Daily 
Newspaper Publishers of ‘Canada, 
held in Toronto, tie named the drastic 
decline in value of silver as. a promis 
nent contributory cause to world- 
wide depression. 

Sole measure of value and sole 
medium of exchange for half the 
world, silver had dropped precipi- 
tately to little more than 40 per cent. 
of its value five years ago,’ Mr. 
Meighen pointed out.: The result, he 
explained, was that the purchasing 
power of Asia, South America and 
Mexico—silver medium areas — has 
been cut down, and the-cost of pro- 
duction in these lands has been de- 
creasing .so that the possibility of 
products. underselling those of 
America, Britain and aun? is in- 
creased. 

By increasing the percentage of sil- 
ver in subsidiary coins, larger de- 
nominations could be issued without 
increasing size, said the guest speak- 
er before some 300 newspaper men, 
and he suggested that the coinage of 
noe-dollar and two-dollar pieces in- 
stead of the present currency bills 
would be a means of extending the 
use of silver and pressing upward its 
valuation so sorely degraded with re- 
lation to gold, medium of exchange 
where silver is not recognized. 


Starting Anglo-German Club 


Visitors From Fatherland Will Have 
Meeting Place In London 

For the first time since the World 
War Germans visiting London are to 
have a meeting place of their own. 
It will be the Anglo-German club in 
Mayfair. Colonel the Master of Sem- 
pill and Mark Neven du Mont, a 
young German who was reared in 
England, are the prime movers in the 
venture.

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Subsidies To Provinces 


Dominion Government 
$19,085,781 For Fiscal Year 
Ending March 81. 

A total of $19,035,731 was paid for 
the fiscal year which ended on March 
31 last, to the nine provinces of Can- 
ada by the Dominiop government in 
the way of regular (or special) sub- 


sidy. . This amount was distributed 
as: follows: 
Ontario, $2,642,611; Saiabee: $2, 


256,419; Nova Scotia, $1,536,841; New 
Brunswick, $1,266,765; Manitoba, $6,- 
478,618; British Columbia, $738,816; 
Prince Edward Island, $506,931; - Al- 
berta, $1,670,435; Saskatchewan, $1,- 
938,295. 

The grant to Manitoba included 
$4,822,842 as special payment under 
the natural resources agreement. 

That to the Maritime provinces in- 
cluded the special grants recommend- 
ed by the Duncan commission and ap- 
proved by parliament.

Coal Movement Heavy 


Shown On Oanadias 
National Lines Over Previous 
Year 
A comparison of commercial coal 
loadings along the lines of the Cana- 
dian National. Railways for April, 
1931, and the same month of 1930, 
indicates a slight increase. This 
fact may be attributed to the more 
frequent shipments from Edson and 
Drumheller, and the commencement 
of activities in the Monogram mine 
at Estevan. Grain loadings on the 
C.N.R. during April showed large in- 
creases over 1930. Eastbound load- 
ings this year totalled 5,541 cars 
against 2,859 cars in 1930. During 
the entire month 4,598 cars were de- 
livered at the Lake Head as com- 
pared to 1,299 in April last year. 
Eastbound loadings tqtalled 1,667 as 
against 606 in the preceding year, 
and 1,805 cars were delivered in Van- 

couver as compared to 884 in 1930.
